I have grown the following fine varieties this past summer and found 
them all to be outstanding. However my choice was White Plume 
because of its strong growing qualities, six feet tall with extremely 
large florets. A little on the plain side, but it will prove to be a 
top-notch commercial. Conrad was rated higher by some visitors, 
and grows still taller. Blue Radiance, while very pale in color is 
really handsome and very early. You won’t make a mistake in select- 
ing any of these.

These are of grand championship calibre 
and if you give this flower a little attention it will do as well for you. 
Bridal Orchid does not like any extra attention, nor wet, damp weather 
or location. Plant it in a spot which is very well drained, give it culti- 
vation, deep planting, but do not over feed it nor over water it. If you 
have good clean bulbs I know that it will win for you at the shows. 
Commercially it is just coming into its own, with good demand for large 
quantities of bulbs. Bridal Orchid is a real money maker because of its 
earliness, large spikes, good opening power when cut in bud. It is a good 
seed parent, especially if you are interested in giant sized seedlings. One 
seed parent is Elizabeth the Queen and many of its fine characteristics 
are dominant in Bridal Orchid crosses.
